A NAVY OFFICER FROM FHE SAND: 
WICH ISLANDS TALKS. 


King Kamehameha III and His Disliko of 
an American Lieutenant — Cultivating 
the Good Naturo.of the Hawslian Pco- 
ple—Yarnes About Other Kings. 


An officer of the navy who feceutiys 
teturned from fi cru-sé of the Pacific 
rquadrod, tnd iho spent many months- 
cruisi j Amory the Sandwich Islands, re- 
lates a:1 interesting Story in connection 
with the convivial habits ofsome of the 
monarchs of that kingdom. Ie saysthat 
the navy department, at the request of 
the state department, has been specific 

its instrnctions since the civil war 
al = coninituding ovfilcers and other of-, 
cers Of the navy shoul asfa¥ as pos- 
ible triltivate the most friendly acquaint= 
&riéé with thd Hawaiian people. He 
went on to say! 

“There was a time when it was a 
parent that the people of those islands 
had not any desire to have friendly in- 
tercourse with American navy officers. 
That was when Lieutenant (later Rear 
Admiral) William Reynolds was naval 
Storekeeper at Honolulu in 1857 and staid 
therd two or three years, He had a man- 
net that iada hint miany friends and 
also many enemies, and King Kame: 
hameha HI was especially offensive to- 
ward the lieutenant. The king sought 
every Oppertunity to show his dislike of 
Lieytenant Reynolds. 

“At that time the latter was On the 
‘reserved list’ of the navy, and the king 
concluded that he was not obliged to 
show him the same amount of courtesy 
that would be due to him if he were on 
the active list, But in 1851 Lieutenant 
Reyiiolds was, tipon his own application, 
put back on the active list, and after the 
close of the war, in 1806, he was sent to 
Houdlulu in command of the sloop-of- 
war Lackawanna; 

“The LatkawWandd ten:ained in Hono: 
lulu harbor for mordé than &.¥¢ar, and 
her iong siay there excite] the distrust 
of King Kamehameha, anl he employed 
a'person detailed on the Lackawanna to 
do a shrewd piece of detective work—to 
secure copies of the dispatches of Cap- 
tain Reynolds to the navy departinent at 
Washington. The person employed for 
this clandestine work was enamored of 
one of the Hawaiiun women of noble 
birth and considerable wealth, and Bill 
Ragsdale, a Kanaka and one of the smart- 
est politicians in the kingdom and aman 
of great power and influence in the royal 
family, encouraged the lover in his de- 
sire to marry the young woman and 
promise him ultimate success if he 
should secure copies of the confidential 
correspomlence between Captain Reyn- 
olds and the navy department. 

“To correspondence was secured and 
given to Ragsdale, who then informed 
upou the young man who hs played 
false to his commander, znd instead of 
marrying the girl he was court martialed 
andsentenced to imprisqnment on the no- 
torious Dry Tortugas. Ragsdale after- 
ward had to be sent to the island of Mo- 
lokai, where all lepers are exiled and 
where he died a few years ago. 

“Tho! Lackawanna was succeeded by 
the sloop-of-war Moliongo, of which the 
late Rear Admiral Edward Sinipson was 
commandèr, and the latter, by his diplo- 
matic tact an l koen judgment, soon won 
King Kamel:meha over, and the officers 
of the Mohongo became very popular at 
court and received every ottentiofi and 
courtesy during the dozen months that 
the vessel was in Honolulu harbor. King 
Kamehameha was succeeded on the Ha- 
waiian throne by his. brother .Lunalilo, 
popularly known as Whiskers Billy, be- 
cause of his fondness forhis beard, which 
was of luxurious growth. Lunalilo also 
i| had a fondness for that which would in- 
ebriate, but as there was a no license 
law—that is, so far as selling liquor toa 
native Hawaiian was concerned — he 
made it n practice to visit friendly war- 
ships to satisfy his appetite. 

“Lunalilo lived ay a short titie\Ka- 
lakaua took Lunalilo’s place on the 
throne, and he was a fair successor and 
succeeded pretty well in sustaining the 
reputation of his predecessor as an anti- 
prohibitionist. He also was fond of a 
good game of poker, and when simply 
Prince David he engaged in many an in- 
teresting game. Billy Emerson, the ne- 
gro minstrel, had as one of his ‘gags’ 
on the stage in San Francisco that he 
once sat in a poker game with five kings. 
‘How’s that? said the middle man. “Why, 
I held four and Dave was the other,’ said 
Billy. This wasa game in which it is 
said the minstrel held Kalakaua fora 
‘pot’ amounting to $2,500. 

“Tn 1874Kalakanua visited this country, 
coming t6 San Francisco on the war ves- 
sel Benicia. Upon the arrival of the 
vessel at San Francisco, Lieutenant Com- 
mander W. H. Whiting, recently on duty 
at the navy yard, and who has beenor- 
dered to command the Alliance, now at 
Honolulu, was detailed to take charge of 
the royal party and escort it toSan Fran- 
cisco. A good round sum was provided 
for its entertainment by the state depart- 
ment, and the king and his party hada 
right royal time. 

“You ‘will no doubt recall the joke 
which the officers have had on Lieuten- 
ant William S. Cowles, who is now na- 
val attache at the London legation, ever 
since the visit of the Queén Dowager 
Kapiolani to this country a few years 
ego.

Death valley, and their seat of learning, 
mpported by the government at Fort 
Mohave, A.T. Inwestern Arizona, where 
snow. and ice ate unknown; clothing is 
useless except for ortiarrent, and the 
mcequite tree bears all'the food tieéded 
tosustain life, wc find the Mohave Indians 
to resemblqjn appearance and habits the 
negroes of’ central africa except in 
the particulars of curly hair and thick 
lips, having the same scorn for the re- 
ta of c!othing, and the same 
sidnate fondi.ess for brilliant ia 
and gaudy cosmetics. Peculiar are the 
customs of these benighted people, but 
there is none more unique than the cere- 
mony connected with their disposal of 
their dead. 

An Indian woman died at noon, and 
we attended the funeral, four of us. 
The Mohaves practice cremation, and 
the cremating commences as soon as 
the breath is out of the body, as wit- 
ness the fact that the woman died at 
noon and was on the’ funeral pile at 15 
minutes past, Indeed it is said that the 
mourners are sometimes startled at see- 
ing the dead come to tife again when the 
fire begins to grow fervent. Not many 
hicos, as the white people are called, are 
accotded-the privilege of attending these 
cefemonies, but as we stand well with 
one of the wise men of the tribe we were 
invited to be present. As soon as we 
could swallow our dinners we started 
for the place and were guided there by 
the wailings of the friends of the de- 
parted, consisting of every man, woman 
and child present at the festivities. You 
can ece the reasonableness of my calling 
it by such anamie when you are told that 
the affair concludes by the killing and 
eating of all tho horses of the departed, 
and every one goes to his own hut feel- 
ing that he ha enjoyed himself greatly. 

The Mohaves believe ir demonstrating 
their feelings through the agency of the 
month and limbs, and thie woman being 
much beloved the mourners were many, 
and their grief could be heard a mile 
away. If ever yon have heard a pack of 
coyotes howling forth their misery in 
the middle of the night, when they howl 
most artistically, you have this noise to 
a dot. 

Arriving at that place we found a hole 
dug in the ground about 10 feet in di- 
amcter and 2 feet deep, heaped full of 
wood and surmounted by the body of 
the deceased. This was burning, am 
around itin picturesque attitudes were 
ell the friends trying to outdo each 
other in exclamations of grief. The head 
doctor, fur the Mohaves have physicians, 
stood by the side of the genius who 
stirred the fro, riving directions for the 
wost rapid Ccc.ruction of, the body, 
which he had, uo coubt, with great sl 
cssisted in becoming a corpse. He thus 
carried his functions a step further than 
the physicians in civilized life. 

One old fellow, who seemed to be the 
minister, wzs standing within tho circle 
hzranguing the assembly doubtless on 
the many virtnes of the departed, and 
when he se¢med to make an unusually 
good point the mourners manifested their 
anpreciation by an increase in the force 
of their groans. 

Finally tc relatives and friends ate 
the horses that were tho property of the 
deceased and went home firmly believ+ 
ing that the dead woman's spirit is roam- 
ing nniroudled in “Ghost mountain,” 
just across the river. —San Francisco 
Chronicle.

JATTLE IN THE WEST. 


$2W THE BIG CATTLE OWNERS’ IN- 
TERESTS ARE PROTECTED. 


$n Old ind Easy Though Dangerous Way 
of Getting a Herd That Is Rarely Fol- 
loweil Nowadays—The Arrangement of 
Brands and the Roundup. 


It is a common matter of wonderment 
nong eastern folk and others unfamil- 
i r with the great west and its ways 
uow tho many herds of cattle that roam 
over the iminense stretches of unfenced 
prairie and hill pasture are kept track 
of by their respective owners, and how a 
stockman can possess himself of his wan- 
dering property, assert his ownership 
and realize on it when he wishes to. Of 
course the cowboys ride the ranges and 
endeavor to keep the herd within the 
bounds of their employer's property, 
and they succeed in the main. But 
where pasture lots are 10, 20 or even 80 
or more miles square and tinfenced nat- 
urally a good many cattle get astray; 
wander into other ranges and mix with 
other herds. 

Time was when s touple or more ad- 
venturous young men Could start life in 
the west or southwest with no capital or 
cutfit but a horse apiece and a branding 
iron, and in 2 year or so be wortha good 
sized fortune in cattle, but astrong pub- 
lic sentiment working through the agen- 
cy of hempen rope put a stop to this kind 
ofindustry. Cattle thieves hardly exist 
today, and so excellent a system has been 
perfected among catt]l gowners that now- 
adays a mzn uced not lose a single steer 
if he is careft.l about his branding. 

Every owner has a different brand, 
and the number of brands in any one 
cattle state runs up into the tens of thou- 
sands. They are most of them of ex- 
ceedingly quaint design, and the adver- 
tising columns of the western country 
newspaper often look much like mummy 
scrolls coyere® with Egyptian hiero- 
glyphics because of the numerous cuts 
of cattle brands pictured for the infor- 
mation of the ranchers. Sometimes a 
rancher despairs of inventing a new 
brand, and then he uses an old one, 
placing it on a different part of the añi- 
mal from that where the owner of the 
‘sriginal enc brands his animals. The 
brand is the ovner’s title deed to the 
steer, and it is respected. 

An association is formed among the 
cattle owners in each far westerz state 
to deal with estrays. 
business is looked after by a state board 
of commissioners appointed by the gov- 
ernor. The.various brands nsed by the 
owners are registered, with minute ac- 
curacy of design, position and other par- 
ticulars, at the office of the secretary of 
the association or commission. When 
the roundup is made on each ranch and 
all the cattle gathered together for ship- 
ment, there are always a great many es- 
truys—cattle that have wandered from 
other ranges—among the herd. Some- 
times there may be strange cattle from 
half a dozen or a ñozen different herds. 

Instead of notifying the owner to 
“come over and get his beasts” the es- 
trays are either shipped to Chicago, Kan- 
sas City or wherever the market may be 
along with the regular herd or are sent 
to a designated center, where all estrays 
may be gathered together at the round- 
up season. In the latter case, when a 
sufficient number have been collected, 
the “‘estray herd” is shipped to market. 
Men are appointed at the stockyards by 
the association or the governor to in- 
spect the herds as they arrive and to 
look after their sale. The estrays are 
sold in the regular way, and the money 
is usually sent direct by the inspector at 
the market to the owners of the brands 
worn by the cattle so sold. This official 
makes it his business to keep track of all 
the stockmen, and the money realiged on 
an estray rarely fails to reach the owner 


of the steer. 
The amount of money realized at mar- 


ket on estrays and remitted to the own- 
ers through the associations runs from 
$100,000 to $200,000 in every sedson for 
each of the several big cattle raising 
states. In 1891, for instance, the number 
of estrays from Montana sold in St. Paul 
and Chicago was 13,740, and some $550,- 
000 was realized on their sale and re- 
mitted throngh the association to the 
rightful owners. 

The fence question is an old and per- 
plexing one, and many and sanguinary 
have béen the wars in Texas and other 
cattle states between fencers and fence 
cutters. Ithas been judicially decided 
even that a man must not fence in his 
land under some circumstances. . The 
fence around a 80-mile square lot is apt 
to be in the way of travelers, and when 
the mail goes that way the fence has 
been declared illegal. But often stock- 
men don’t want to fence. 
stockman who raises cattle on the un- 
bonnded prairie knows nothing of the 
harassment that afflicts the suburban 
resident whose chickens will fly over the 
neighbor's fences.—New York Sun

A Defiaition of Somnambulism, 

In the earlier days it was the common- 
ly acéepted idea that the somnaznbulist 
Was possessed: Anything and every- 
thing that culd not be tnderstood ot 
explained was of the stiipernatural. To 
see an individual apparently asleep and 
ttterly oblivious to the greater number 
of surrounding objects and yet so keen- 
ly awake to others as to be able to per- 
form the most intricate actions without 
the aid of the senses was so greatly at 
Variance with the common experiencd 
of mankind ag to call up feelings of as 
tonishment and awe, hot alone to thd 
minds of the vulgar or laymen, but to 
those aecustomed to scientific investiga- 
tion, ~Modern science has at least dis- 
pelled this idea of the supernatural, 
though it has not yet been able to fur- 
nish a rational theory which will ac- 
count for all of the manifestations of the 
affection. It has done much, however, 
toward elucidating the functions of dif- 
ferent parts of the nervous syste: and 
in that way prepared the mind for a 
fuller utiderstanding. 

Thus, in 1845, came a definition of 
somnambulism as ‘‘a condition in which 
certain senses and faculties are sup- 
pressed or rendered thoroughly impas- 
sive, while others prevail in most un- 
wonted exaltation, in which an individ- 
ual, thongh asleep, feels and acts most 
energetically, holding an anomalous 
species of communication with the ex- 
ternal world, awake to objects of atten- 
tion and most“ profoundly torpid to 
things at the time indifferent, a condi- 
tion respecting which most commonly 
the patient on awakening retains no rec- 
ollection, but on any relapse into which 
a irain of thought and feeling related to 
and associated with the antecedent par- 
oxysm will very often develop.”—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

; Judge Field May Retire, 

Washington, May 30.—There is a rum- 
or apparently well authenticated to the 
effect that Justices Field and Harlan, of 
tbe Snpreme Court of the Unit:d States 
are going to resign. Justice Field is the 

senior member of the court, both in years 
and in length of service. He was born 
November 4’ 1816, and is therefore near- 
ly 77 years old. He was appointed to the 
bench by President Lincoln, in 1863. He 
is entitled to retire pay. 

One of the reports in connection with 
his retirement from the bench is to the 
effect that he will resign absolutely for 
the United States Senate to succeed 
Senator Stanford. Senator Stanford’s 
term does not expire until 1897, but he 
is in bad health and may not care to 
serve his term out. In that case Judge 
Field might be able to return almost im- 
mediately to the Senate. Itis said that 
should this be his ambition he would 
have tbe support ofthe Senator, which 
means the powerful Southern Pacific 
Railroad influence. 2 

It would be an odd proceeding for à 
Republican Senator to resign to make a 
place for a Democrat, but personal and 
business considerations might prevail to 
bring it abont. 

It is said that President Cleveland 
wanted him to retire during his former 
administration fand that this incensed 
Judge Field so that he quarreled with 
the President, refusing absolutely to 
give up his place on the bench either 
by retirement or resignation. It is al- 
leged that this was the cause of the cool- 
ness which existed between the two dur- 
ing the latter part of Mr. Cleveland’s 
first administration. During the early 
part of that administration Judge Field 
practically {controlled the political ap- 
pointments of the coast. 

At one time during President Har- 
rison’s administration Judge Field want- 
ad to retire and so expressed himself. 
His party friends persuaded him fo fore- 
go that desire for the good of the party. 
Should he retire now he would, of course 
be succeeded by a Democrat. 

If he retires it is thonght fð be cer- 
tain that Secretary Gresham will suc- 
ceed him onthe bench. A seat un thieSu- 
preme Bench has long been an ambition 
of Judge Gresham and this would give 
him an opportunity to gratify it. “In 
the event ofa vacancy in the. office of 
Secretary of State it is thought it would 
be filled by the appointment ofthe Hon. 
Edmund J: Phelps, ex-Minister to En- 
gland and at present one of the counsel 
of this country in the Bering sea contro- 


versy. 

Judge Field was one ofthe California 
Argonauts. His career has been an 
eventful one, stormy at times, though 
running in peaceful channels for many 
years. His first office was that of alcalde 
of a mining camp in the exciting days of 
placer mining 1n the Golden State. That 
office was one combining the functions of 
Mayor and Justice of the Peace. He was 
appointed to the Sapreme Bench by 
President Lincoln as a war Democrat, 
and largely for the political reason that 
it helped to saye California to the Union, 
and largely for the judicial reason 
he was versed in the civillaw which is 
to the Latin conotriessouth of us what 
the common law is to us.

As the car- 
riage was about to roll off the woman 
placed a fee of twopence in the hand of 
the man who had rendered her the serv- 
ice. 

He was simply the Duke of Norfolk. 
The duke pocketed the twopence, think- 
ing the adventure very original. More- 
over, it was the first time in his life that 
he had ever earned any money by his 
own labor.

Prehistorit Ruins In Africa. 
“J bave just returned from Europe,” 
said Howard Hoffman, “where I have 


pursuing a course of investigation in the 
British museum that I had hoped would 
throw some light on the recent discov- 
eries that have been made in Africa. 
Not far into the interior of Africa from 
Yenzibar I in company with others re- 
tently discovered traces of a prehistoric 
city of no small dimensions. This city 
that I speak og must have been a capital 
of some and®ht province or kingdom. 
It was some five miles square and was 
surrounded by a wall of masonry, the 
foundations, with a few projections, of 
which still remain and indicate an ex- 
cellent knowledge of masonry, The wall 
was undoubtedly meant for protection 
against enemies, for it was strongly 
built and must have been at least 20 feet 
high. It is now overgrown by great 
tropical vines, and parts of it extend 
through impenetrable morasses. 

“Inside a few remains of houses still 
exist, and the outlines of a great temple 
or palace on the highest ground within 
the inclosure. Some excavations have 
been made and a few relics bronght to 
light, such as pottery of the Egyptian 
type and broken bits of welded copper 
that may have come from a suit of mail 
Some idea of symmetry must have ob- 
tained in that distant peried, for the 
houses were built along streets or wind- 
ing lanes, the precursor of our modern 
thoroughfares. The whole is overgrown 
at present by a mass of tropical plants 
and great old trees that have been stand- 
ing for hundreds of years. To what 
nation those people belonged cannot be 
told. but the ruins would indicate that 
once Africa’s shores were the seat of a 
great civilization and a great com- 
merce. ”—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

MOHAMMEDANISM. 
A RELIGIOUS SOLUTION OF . THE 
SOUTHERN NEGRO PROBLEM. 


Bach, It Ia Suggested, May the Teachings 
of Mohammed Webb Prove—Something 
About the Religions of Other Lands, 
Buddhism and Hiudootsm. 


A very amiable and lovable man, Mr. 
Mohammed Webb, is in this country 
looking over the field to decide whether 
or not the United States is a promising 
field for the exploiting of the Moham- 
medan faith. He does not undertake to 
make proselytes to his religion without 
giving the faiths already in the field fnir 
notice of his probable intentions. ` This 
is certainly reasonable, though it is more 
than weof the Christian churches do 
when we send missionariés to India and 
Central Asia. The Mohammedan reli- 
gion has probably 135,000,000 believers 
and has many very charming features. 
There are objections to it likewise that 
we shall not attempt todefend. It is 
true'that in our highly civilized land we 
jo not prohibit a man from marrying 
four or five times, but welinsist that he 
shall have been legally released from 
previons matrimonial obligations, The 
religion of Islam, mindful of the uncer- 


“tainties of life and the vagaries of human 


happiness, winks at polygamy, while it 
doeg not enjoin it. To employ the simile 
synthetically, we drivetandem, while the 
Mohammedan harnesses up four or more 
in hand. 

Among the features that ought to com- 
mend Mohammedanism to a large pro- 
portion of our citizens islits stanch de- 
votion to absention from strong drink. 
Belief in God is admitted and enjoined. 
As in Buddhism, kindness to all animals 
is commanded. Its conception of pur- 
gatory is picturesque, for good and bad 
souls alike have to cross the bridge Al 
Sirat, that spans hell and is described 
as finer than a hair and sharper than the 
edge of a sword. Many a believing 
Christian will take considerable comfort 
in the thought that the Mohammedan 
finds it quite as difficult to attain the 
kingdom of heaven as does he. Predes- 
tination was a cardinal doctrine of the 
prophet, but we Christians have been 
wont to ascribe its promulgation to the 
political motive of rendering his follow- 
ers contemptuous of danger and suffer- 
ing. 

The Mohammedan religion is simple 
enough and is divided iato faith and 
practice—the latter including. prayer, 
almsgiving, fasting and a pilgrimage to 
Mecca. Teken by and large, it is athor- 
oughly practical religion {for the races 
who lead nomadic lives, |and one pre- 
eminently calculated for propagation at 
the swprd's point. It is the latest of all 
the great faiths of the world, only dating 
back to 622 A. D., while) Buddhism is 
probably of 1,200 years carlier origin and 
Hindooism 600 years carlier still. 

There is just one field in this country 
for the introduction of the simple and 
trusting faiths of the cast, and that is 
the great negro population of the south. 
The hearts of the lowest types of the col- 
ored races are receptive and naturally 
religions, and any fait?fnew to them that 
will supplant Voodooism ought to be 
welcomed by the stanchest Christian. 
There are today 1,500,000 of believers in 
that strange and disgusting mysticism. 

The southern negro must have are- 
ligion of pure credulity, with plenty of 
rewards and the mildest possible punish- 
menta. Bucdhism, whose adherents to- 
day number more than ‘one-third of the 
human race, might suit him did it only 
promise a heaven or some equally at- 
tractive future abiding place. But it 
offers nothing better than extinction: no 
God, no soul, no hope—save annihila- 
tion! It is a dreant of peace—of eternal 
sleep, Nirvana coming to|the believer 
like the snuffing out of ajtaper. Bud- 
dhism never has been are ligion of fanati- 
cism, bnt has always been charitable 
and tolerant. 

If the millions of negroes in the gulf 
states, who are today in the grossest in- 
tellectnal and moral ignorance, could 
have formulated for their use a new 
creed uniting some of the beautiful 
teachings of Gautama and | Mohammed, 
they might be guided in the direction of 
purer and nobler lives. | Christianity 
could come later if they felt the need of 
it, but we do not believe that any man 
or woman who knows the facts regard- 
ing the class to which we refer will deny 
that Mohammedanism or Buddhism, 
properly introduced and preached, would 
advance the condition of that part of the 
negro race. Great schools like the Van- 
derbilt and Lincoln universities and the 
institution at Raleigh do not reach the 
ricefields of Georgia, the cotton planta- 


'| tions of South Carolina or the swamps 


of Mississippi and Louisiana. x 

Here are great missionary fields, and, 
without prejudice, they can be honestly 
recommended to the advance guard of 
the beneficent missionary hosts that may 
be expected to flock to this country if a 
Mohammedan or Buddhist propagands 
be decided upon.—Julius Chambers in 
New York Recorder.

The rock is really a solid piece rising 
from the gronnd, but the effect of legs 
is produced by a clump of dark colored 
brnsh that grows beside the stone. The 
white stone shows plainly at both sides 
of the brush, and the cficct of the legs 
is unmistakably produced.—Philadel- 
phia Record.

IDIOSYNCRASIES. 


A History of the Chamber and the Polki- 
ing In Which It Meets—Sccnes In and 
Around the Palace When the Chamber 
Is In Session—Two Salaries. 


To Americans, who know that after 
the excitement of thc presidential elec- 
tion is over there will be no change of 
importance for four years, these contin- 
tal ministerial modifications. of -thée 
French cabinet appear strange, and their 
effect is prejudicial to France both as 
regards her domestic prosperity and her 
international prestige. Under the di- 
rectory there were two legislative bodies 
the “Five Hundred” and the “Ancients.” 
After holding their sessions in various 
places—more or less convenient—it was 
decided to give them the Palais Bourbon, 
which had been built in 1723, but never 
eccupied. They took possession of the 
building ia the year VII of the republic 
(1798). During the preceding year the 
necessary improvements had been made 
to render it suitable for the use to which 
it was then devoted. i 

From that time, under the different 
titles of “Palace of the Council of the 
Five Hundred,” **Palace.of the Legisla- 
tive Corps” and **Chamber of Deputies,” 
it has always remained consecrated to 
the service of the people’s representa- 
tives. 

From time to time such improvements 
as economy would permit were made, 
but it was not until 1807, under Napo- 
leon I, that the grand staircase, sur- 
mounted by the portal facing the Place 
de la Concorde, familiar to all visitors 
to Paris, was ‘constructed. Then it was 
also that the colossal statues of Justice 
and Prndence, Sully, Colbert, L’Honital 
and D'Aguesseau were placed where they 
now stand. These stutnés, by the bye, 
which look like marble, are in reality 
made of stone and covered with a coat- 
ing of white glaze. 

Under Napoleon 1 the building was at 
first called the “Palace of the Legisla- 
tive Corps.” ond the deputies wore bril- 
liant nniforms. This caused a writer of 
the time to s=y, ‘Ile gave the deputics a 
brilliant costume, embroidered with 
goll, and at the same time withdrew 
their right of free speech.” 

It was in J8l4 that the name was 
changed to that the building bears to- 
day, “Palace of the Chamber of Depn- 
ties,” or, as it is more generally called 
now, “Chamber of Peputies.” But if 
the legislators of the year of grace 1893 
do not wear gold cubroidersd uniforms 
there still remains in their ceremonies x 
good deal of the pomp and ceremony 
which usually appertain to monarchics. 

The president of the chamber liv.s in 
á mension o) the Quai d'Orsay, tue 
grounds of which join these snrroun Hug 
the chamber of deuntics. Before 
opening of ench sitting he is escor d 
through the long. Salle des Pas Pertus 
(reserved for the use of members of par- 
liament and journalists) by a detach- 
ment of infastry in command of a cap- 


tain. t,and the proces- 
sion is preceded by a gorgeously attired 
usher, who anzounces, “Monsienr le 
President.” 

Thus escorted, the president mounts 
his seat. high above the tribune from 
which the members speak, and immedi- 
ately theri is: noise of members scram- 
bling to their nuts, like schoolboys afraid 
of being marked late, This part of the 
proceedings is bout as undignified as the 
entrance of the president is! imposing. 
After tapping his desk with a large paper 
knife, or nı case of much noise ringing 
a brass bell, the president declares the 
sitting open, and a relative silence is cs- 
tablished for a moment. The formal 
business of reading the minutes of the 
last sitting is gone through, and then the 
discussion npon the question of the cay 
begins. When nnimportant, everybody 
who is not engaged in letter writing 
talks. When the question before the 
house is of interest, silence is maintained 
nutil somebody sets the example of inter- 
rupting or perhapsinsulting the speaker. 

Then the scene is one which has often 
been described by clever writers and art- 
ists, bnt which must be seen to be ap- 
preciated. The ushers inside the cham- 
ber, who wear evening dress, white ties 
and swords, have frequently to come be- 
tween excited deputies. who, but for their 
intervention, would often come to hlows. 

These ushers form in reality the most 
conservative part of the assembly, for 
they, with few exceptions, grow old in 
the service, They are almost as familiar 
with the rules of the house as the presi- 
dent himself. find they regard newly 
elected members very much as an usher 
in a public school ‘regards a new boy. 
They know that every deputy drinks 
while speaking, and one of them is espe- 
cially tid off to order from the buffet 
the particular beverage with which a 
speaker is wont to moisten his parched 
lips duriug.a heated debate. 

It is npon these occasions that the 
French chamber treats the world to 
some of those surprises *‘which no fellow 
can understand.” What is called in 
France le petit jen des combinaisons is 
played, and often a government major- 
ity of today is turned into a minority to- 
morrow.

AT SEA IN A SAILBOAT 


BATTLING FOR TWENTY-EIGHT DAYS 
WITH ADVERSE WINDS. 


Part of a Ship's Crew Undergo a Terrible 
Experience After Being Wrecked In the 
Pacific Ocean—A Brave Woman Was One 
of the Sufferers. 


Captain Peterson of the bark Lady 
Lampson, his wife and five seamen dr- 
rived in Honolulu in an emaciated'con- 
dition. They came in an open boat only 
18 feet long and reported that they had 
been 28 days tossing about on the Pacific. 
While the occupants of the frail craft 
were not entirely without provisions dur- 
ing their long battle with the elements, 
the effects of short commons and lack of 
sleep and shelter were palpably apparent. 
Mrs. Peterson, who Was clad in a thin 
black gown, was worn nearly to a shad- 
ow, and her strength failed her com- 
pletely as she was lifted from the boat 
and taken into the Eagle House. 

The men were sunburned, leaden eyed 
and listless. Their heads drooped, andit 
was, with difficulty that they could be 
got to speak, but Captain Peterson told 
in a few words that the Lady Lampson 
had been wrecked at night on a reef near 
Palmyra island when 44 days out from 
Sydney, and the crew were compelled to 
take to the boats. He was very weak 
and spoke in a whisper, at the same time 
begging that his wife be taken where she 
could get nonrishment and‘a little rest, 

The Kanakas lent willing hands to 
help the waifs of the ocean into hacks 
and carriages, and they were quickly 
driven to where they could command at- 
tention. The little boat in which they 
had journeyed over 1,000 miles became 
an object of interest for hundreds of peo- 
ple. It was partly decked in with can- 
vas, and strips of the same material had 
been stretched above the gunwale on ei- 
ther side to prevent her being swamped. 
In the boat were a couple of nearly emp- 
ty water kegs arid á small quantity of 
biscuit and canned goods. 

“I haven’t had my clothing off for 28 
days,” said Cuptain Peterson when seen 
at the Eagle House. He was hollow 
cheeked and unshaven and looked indeed 
as if he had suffered both mentally and 
physically. ‘*‘The Lady Lampson,” he 
said, “was from Sydney, and we were 
bound to this port with 600 tons of coal 
for Wilder & Co. We left Sydney last 
November and were 44 days ont when 
the vessel struck. We had had bad 
weather near Feejee, having been ina 
hurricane for 2+ hours, but after that we 
had fine northeast Winds until we got 
near Palmyra island, when the weather 
became dirty. It was 5:30 o'clock on the 
morning of Jan. 16 when we struck. I 
had not had an observation for two days. 
The night had been dark and stormy, 
but the water was smooth then. I knew 
I was to the east of the island, and that 
there was a sunken reef somewhere 
around. I was on deck myself and had 
twoinen on the lookont aloft. There is 
a strong westerly current there,‘and 1 
guess we Wer? going aljont five knots an 
hour with al] sails set. { 

alive minutes after she struck she be- 
ean ton 7 Maetred the boatas 


ont. We lowered the two. boats. four 
charge of onejand First Mate Harry Mil- 
ler took the other. In my boat there 
were, besides my wife and myself, Sec- 
ond Mate C. Brown and Seaman W. 
Carloon (both Swedes), Cabin Boy W. 
Hayden of Liverpool, F. Weller, the 
cook, who is a German, and E. Everson, 
a Norwegian sailor. The mate’s boat 
contained a German sailor named Sny- 
der Oscar Magnersen, a Swede; J. Jor- 
gensen, a German, and a seaman named 
Martin. 

“We started for Palmyra island in 
conrmany about 7 in the morning, having 
only tive gallons of water for the two 
bouts. The island is only 40 miles from 
the reef, but the current and tide were 
so strong that we were trying for nine 
days to make headway against them, but 
couldn't. We drifted to the westward, 
so I resolved to put back to the bark. 
We suffered greatly through want of 
water, and we had barely enough to 
moisten our tongues, which were swollen 
ani dry. 

*We found the bark settling down and 
the water washing over her, so we got 
aboard quickly and put some canned 
goods, biscuit and water into the boats. 
We rizzed the boats with canvas and 
then started again for Palmyra island. 
We tried for two days to make headway, 
but the heavy swell and wind baffled us. 
Thinking I would lose sight of the mate's 
boat, 1 told him to steer for Honolulu, 
and I steered for here myself. We lost 
sight of the other boat and have had 
heavy gales ever since. I have only had 
an hour's sleep ata time during the day, 
and have never laid down. At nighttime 
the spray came over, wetting us all to 
the skin, and in the day we dried our 
clothes in the sun, if there was any. The 
meu have been quiet and uncomplaining, 
even though ou short allowance of food 
and water, and, thank goodness, we lost 
nobody from our boat. It was a terrible 
experience, though, the worst I have met 
with during 14 years of seafaring. 

“After we passed the island of Maui 
we struck a storm, and the boat half 
filled with water.

Upon the subject he has given out the 
following statement : 

While there bas been no mystery or 
secrecy in regard to my Intention in 
this matter; I think it not amiss that 
our peopleshuuld be informed authori- 
tatively that the time is at nand when 
their representatives in Congress will be 
called upon to deal with the financial 
condition which is the only menace to 
the country’s welfare and prosperity. 
It is well for the people to take-up the 
subject for themselves and arrive at their 
own conclusion asto the merit ofa finan 
cial policy which obliges us to purchase 
idie silver bullion with gold taken from 
our reserve. One does not need the eye 
of a financier to see that this gold thus 
subtracted from the government’s stock 
is eagerly seized by other nations for 
the purpose of strengthening their 
credit at our expense. . 

THE DANGER AHEAD. 

It does not need the art of statesman- 
ship to detect the danger tha€ awaits up- 
on the continuance of this éperation. 
Already the timidity of capital is pain- 
fully apparent, and none of us can’ fail 
tosee that fear and spprehensjon in 
monetary circles will ultimately bring 
snffering.to every humble home in our 
land. 

“J think that between now snd the 
meeting of congress much depends upon 
the action of those engaged in financial 
operations and business enterprises. Our 
vast national resources and credit are 
abundantly sufficient to justify them in 
the utmost faith and confidence. If in- 
stead of being frightened they are con- 
servative, and instead of gloomily an- 
ticipating immediate disaster they con- 
tribute their share of hope and steadi- 
ness, they will perform a patriotic du- 
ty, and at the same time protect their 
own interest. Things just now needed 
are coolness and calmness in financial 
circles and study and reflection among 


our people.

The democratic State central Commit- 
tee will be calledto meet in Baltimore 
on Thursday, June 22. The meeting 
will be held at the Carrollton Hotel, and 
notices to this effect will be sent out by 
Secretary Murray Vandiver. The com- 
mittee will fix a day for holding the 
State convention for nominating a candi- 
date for comptroller, which is the only 
State office to be filled at the coming elec- 
tion, It is expected that State! conyen- 
tion wili meet in September, when the 
present comptroller, Marion DeK. Smith 
will be nominated without opposition. 
The State committee will also be called 
upon to fix the time and place for hold- 
ing judicial conventions in several cir- 
cuits. A chief and an sssocviate judge are 
te be elected to fill the places now held 
by Judges Henry Page and Henry Lloyd. 
In the fourth circuit a chief judge is to be 
chosen to the place now held by Judge 
A. Hunter Boyd, who succeeded Judge 
Richard H. Alvey, resigned. In the fifth 
circuit Chief Judge Charles B. | Roberts 
and Associate Judge James Revell now 
hold by executive sppointments,and the 
places will be filled by the people. In 
Baltimore city Judges Pere L.| Wickes 
and Albert Ritchie hold also by appoint- 
ment, whieh expires at the next\election 
when the people will elect. The State 
committeemen of the counties ¢ompris- 
ing the judicial circuits in which these 
vacancies exist usually select the time 
and place for the judicial conyention. 
Their action is ratified by the committee. 

Wednesday, September 6, was fixed 
by the republican State central comumit- 
tee at its meeting yesterday as the date 
for holding the convention to nominate 
a candidate fcr comptroller. The meet- 
ing will be held in Baltimore at some 
place to be hereafter named. 

The committee met at Raine’s Hall 
promptly at noon’ In the absence of 
Chairman Harry M. Clabaugh| it was 
called to order by Secretary H. Clay 
Naill. Allan Rntherford of Montgomery 
county, was chosen temporary chairman, 
and J. Cookman Boyd temporary secre- 
tary. The question of electing a chair- 
man for the committee to succeed Mr. 
Clabaugh, who declines to serve further 
in this capacity, came up for considera- 
tion and was much discussed. (It was 
finally agreed to postpone the matter 
until the date of the State convention, 
when the committee will meet again at 
10 o’clock in the morning. The reason 
for postponing action was that the pres- 
ent committee will go out of existence 
in the interim, and it was deemeil best 
to defer the selection of a chairman un- 
til the committee takes charge. 

By republican party usage the state 
central committee is selected by the sev- 
eral county conventions at the same 
time that delegates to the state conven- 
tion are chosen. In the case of the state 
committeemen from the second legisla- 
tive district of Baltimore city, the) chair 
decided that although they were not 
chosen in strict conformity with the 
party constitution, still as no contest 
to seating them was made by the| other 
districta they must be recognized. He 
ordered their names to be placed on the 
roll. 

Notice was given that an amendment 
to section 1 of article 3 of the party con- 
stitution will be cape to the state 
convention. This section now provides 
that the state cep committee shall be 
chosen on the first Monday of October 
in each year. It was thought beat to se- 
lect the committee earlier, between 
April 1 and May 15 in each year; The 
counties not represented at the meeting 
were Baltimore, Carroll, Caroline, Har- 
ford, Garrett, Talbot, Washington and 
Allegany.

Be Shot Through the Air. 


Trenton, June 6.—Prof. Charles Rich- 
mond of Springfield, Mass., made a fatal 
leap from a balloon yesterday afternbon 
when 1000 feet above the earth. The 
wings he invented refused to work and 
in 20 seconds he shot intoa mud pond 
and passed from sight. 

The wings comprised an arrangement 
not unlike the parachute excepting that 
instead of the umbrella-like .covering 
there were but two sections of the cpv- 
ering, that worked on a hinge and were 
controlled by ropes from the seronaut 
while sitting on the bar of the trape: 

The aeronaut was extremely nervous 
during the preparations for theascension. 
The start bad hardly been made when 
the trappings became entangled in an 
electric light wire and it was several 
minutes before the balloon was released. 
This added much to the confusion of the 
balloonist. The balloon shot skyward at 
arapid rate. The first intimation that 
the throng of people below had of any- 
thing being wrong was the great height 
to which the balloon arose- 

A few rolls of the hot-air beg Indicated 
tbat the aeronaut was free, and the crowd 
cheered. The wings worked slowly, one 
fell limp, and then the other spead and 
collapsed, and at once the man could be 
seen cutting through the air at an incal- 
culable rate of speed. He plunged into 
the water, where his dead body was 
found an hour later.

Collecting Chinese Coins. 

“The earliest Chinese coins that 1 have 
heard of,” said Consul Bedloe, ‘‘date 
from the dynasty which ruled from 255 
to 207 B. C. 

“From that time until today these use- 
ful little coins have been used by every 
monarch, no matter whether he was an 
emperor of the entire country or king of 
one of the petty principalities into which 
from time to time the Chinese empire was 
broken. ‘There have been over 1,200 oc- 
cupants of the various thrones, royal and 
imperial. In addition to these regular is- 
sues, if such they may be called, there 
have been special issues from time to 
time and also special focal issues. A 
wealthy mandarin in Canton is said to 
have the finest collection extant, con- 
taining 25,000 specimens of different 
kinds.” 

The cost increases as you go backward 
in time. The cash of tria century can 
be secured zt iheir nominal face value. 
Those of the eighteenth and seventeenth 
centuries bring from 1 cent to 10 cents 
each. Those of the Han dynasties bring 
$100 each when in fine state of preserva- 
tion.—Philadelvhia Bulletin. 


Artificial Maple Sugar. 

Decoctions or extracts of the wood or 
bark of trees are frequently used for 
flavoring sirups or sugars. Different 
extracts differ in taste. The hickory 
tree, it is said, yields an extract that will 
impart the: flavor of the maple, and 
Daily's method of producing artificial 
maple sirup of sugar is as follows: 
Make an extract of hickory bark or 
wood by allowing water to percolate 
throngh the same. The bark or wood 
may be ground, or sawdust therefrom 
used. Hot water may be used, or the 
muterial boiled in water. The strength 
of the extract may be increased by in- 
crease of the quantity of the wood or 
bark. To one gallon of hot or boiling 
sugar sirup add, say, three tablespoon- 
fuls of the hickory extract. It is said 
the effect of the extract is to produce a 
flavor that renders the sirup indistin- 
guishable from genuine maple sngar. If 
the sirap is boiled down, a sugar re- 
semblinz maple sugar in taste is pro- 
duced.—London Public Opinion.

Curing Clever. ? 

A writer ffom France, in correspon- 
dence with the Maryland Former says: 
“With.dn unfailing supply of good hay 
& farmer will be eyer safe. Hay is the 
= | basis of stock sustenance. What consti- 
tutes good bay? Nutritive grasses rgis- 
ed on fertile land, and well cured: Grass- 
es must not only be adapted to soil, but 
also to climate, and the latter expl 
why seed merchants and experiment 
stations devote special attention to the 
grasses and clovers that best flourish in 
defined regions.” 

Apropos of the hour a word on the 
subject of curing grass for hay will be 
given here for the benefit of our farmers. 

Mr. T. R. Crane, another writer to the 
journal named above, says: My experi- 
ence makes me believe that it is unsafe 
to store clover (in other than a perfectly 
tight house) when by twisting a bunch 
of it tightly in the hands any of the sap 
can be made to exnde from the stalk. 
Hay should never be pnt into an open 
house when the sap can be twisted out 
ofitor there is rain or dew upon it. 

My plan has been to cut when’ the 
heads begin tu turn brown and the 
weather looks settled and favorable, be- 
ginning after the dew has dried off, 
and continuing to cut-nntil the dew 
commences to fall. If the clover is 
heayy the hay tedder is started within 

2 half hour after the mower; this allows 
the air and sun to get through it very 
regularly and causes the curing to be 
done uniformly and quickly. 

Within a couple hours thereafter the 
hay rake should be started, and soon 
after the windrows are formed the hay 
should be pnt into sharp, well shaped 
cocks as promptly as possible, and al- 
low it to remain until the dew is off the 
following day. 

These cocks should then be opened 
and allowed exposure to air aĝd sun for 
half an hour, when the hay should be 
housed as prompily as it can be hauled 
to the building. 

For making timotby hay, the same 
process is adopted for curing and hous- 
ing. Timothy to make the best hay, and 
to be of the least tux upon the fertility 
of the land it grows npon, should be cut 
when it has formed its bead, and just 
before the bloom appears. If allowed to 
form seed, and to mature before being 
cot, much of its nutriment is lost and 
the tax upon the land is much greater. 

Col. L. Malone also writes to the 
Maryland Farmer on the subject, as fol- 
lows:

DWARF AMERICANS, | 


THE RQMAINS OF A RACE OF LILLE 
PUTIANS UNEARTHED. 


In Eastern Tennessee Have Been Found 
Graves and Skeletons of an Almost For- 
gotten _People—A Legend That Deals- 
With the Mexican Astecs. 


The Smithsonian institution has un- 
dertaken a peculiar work in this locality. 
Those people of the world who have paid 
lengthy visits to that) hilly country 


known as east Tennessee haye always | 


been impressed with the sublimity and 
beauty of the mountains, the simplicity 
and superstition of the inhabitants and 


these people where they would most ex- 
pect to find a race of dwarfs or giants 
ahd the reply will be, ‘In east Tennes- 
see.” And recent developments seenr to 
bear tiem out, for in the last few years 
the remains of people less than three 
feet in height have been discovered in 
this country. 

On the eastern slope of one of the 
peaks of the Great Smoky mountains, 
where the first rays of the morning sun 
strike, is au ancient burying ground, and 
such another bnrying place could not be 
found, thongh the world be searched, for 
not one grave is more than three feet long. 
The tombs are two feet Heneath the sur- 
face and are formed of cement and flat 
stones, and have defied Ithe ravages of 
time to cause them to! be destroyed. 


ae | Most of those examined contained a vase, 


A few beads and a human kkeleton, which 
was never more than 36 inches long and 
was that of afull grown person. 

The natives have a beautiful legend of 
the place and say none were interred 
here except Indian children, while natu- 
ralists claim the skulls to have reached 
their full growth. | 

But the most interesting account is 
that of the red men who held that coun- 
try when first settled by| whites. They 
claim that when they came to that sec- 
tion of country it was peopled by a race 
of small, fierce mech, with red hair; that 
these dwarfs waged u long and bloody 
War-with the Indians, but were finally 
all killed; that this burying ground was

graves of the “‘leetle people.” 

In the mountainous district of one of 
the sonthern states, in a liend of one of 
the great rivers, is situated at natural 
fort, known,to the surrounding inhabit- 
ants as “Indian Fort.” Surrounded on 
three sides by perpendidular cliffs, at 
the bottom of which flaws the river, 
wide und deep, the only why of approach 
is Ly ascending a stiff declivity from the 
open side, near the summit of which are 
still to be seen traces of an ancient em- 
bankment, almost obliterated by time. 
Within the Space inclosed by the river 
and embankment have been found a 
great many stone and aint implements 
of Indian warfare and few bronze 
axes. There are also a number of tombs, 
formed of lerge flat stones, containing 
nothing but dust and dirt at the present. 

In the time of the early settlers the 
rative indians had a tradition of a reat 
battle kh; ing been fought) at this ‘ace 
years previous to their lown tine; in 
which an cuire race was exterminated, 
Tae -Tezend is: The exterminatcl race, 
who were celled *‘Worshipers of the 
inn,” had boon gradually driven south- 
ward from the far north liy the Indians. 
ixcfore reaching the ‘‘Grpat river” (the 
Ohio) they sepzrated into itwo divisions, 
one geing to tae southwest, the other go» ! 
ing directly sonth. What/became of the 
urst part is not.told ih the legend. 

After inntimerable battles the fleeing 
rece made a final stand at Indian Fort, 
and after a siege of many months, dur- 
ing which time the besieged subsisted on 
jrovisions previously gathered, they 
were conquered, and every man, woman 
and child was killed. The legend says 
these people came from the vicinity of 
ihe great lakes, and the few bronze im- 
plements discovered seem|to give some 
truth to that part of the story. 

It is supposed that thes people were 
the ancestors of the Mexican Aztecs, and 
that that portion which escaped when the 
tribe divided wandered toward the sonth- 
westand entered Mexico from the north. 
At the time of the conquest of Mexico by 
Cortez the Aztecs claimpd that they 
came from the north, and sun worship 
was the national relixion. |

ed race the Suiithsonian| officials sent 
Professor Srov and a corps of assistants 
to the scenue.--Tennessee Cor.

AMERICANS’ CRESTS. 


WARD M/ALLISTER FAVORS A TAX 
"ON GOATS OF ARMS. . 


Mr. McAllister Also Advocates the Es- 
tabli-hment of a Herald's Office ns One 
of the Government Apartmcnte—Right 
of Aniericaus to Wear Crests. 


The number of perscns using crests 
and coats of arms in this country is very 
large, and there ð no way of ascertain- 
ing how large it is. The American who 
wants a coat of arms and has not got 
one usually adopts one which pleases his 
eye, without regard to any other consid- 
erations, in England supporters are sel- 
dom granted with coats of arms to any 
but members of the peerage. But Amer 
cans must bh ve everything of the finest, 
and therefore they usually take support- 
ers to themselves. There is one very 
rich anl famous family in this city, 
thongh of hnmble origin, which displays 
a coat of arms with four supporters in- 
stead of the two which nsually satisfy 
English ducal families, 

There is, however, a great deal of dis- 
satisfaction -vith this irregular state of 
things. Mr. Ward McAllister, the ar- 
biter of fashion, said it should not be tol- 
erated. Coats of arms, he says, should 
be registered at a herald’s office, ns they 
are in England and other well regulated 
European countries. Then we should 
know who were entitled to them, how 
they got them and so forth. 

“T propose,” said Mr. McAllister, “that 
the American herald’s office should be 
established us one of the departments of 
the federal government at Washington. 
This is avery practical suggestion. The 
government would be able to put a tax 
on armorial bearings and in that way 
raise a large revenue, as the English 
government does. Itisone of the hap- 
piest ways c ` raising a tax I can think 
of. Members of fashionable society and 
all the other persons taxed would be 
pleased by it, and no one, I think, can 
show any good reason against it. 

“T know it is easy for you to assert 
that Americans have no business with 
coats of arms and such things because 
they are relics of fendalism, but that is 
nonsense. They are not any more harm- 
ful relics of feudalism than many of our 
social customs. Fashion requiresus to 
use them, and fashion must be obeyed. 
It is merely a matter of fashion. Aman 
with a coat of arms is not likely to be a 
more dangerous plutocrat than a rich 
man withont onc. Besides, armorial 
bearings are or2 unental and look well 
on silverand chiua. That is one of tho 
best reasons for living them. 

“I must say 2 few words as to who has 
the right te use thein. It is not neces- 
sary that a family suould obtain them 
by grant from the English or some 
other Enropean king. It is enough 
if they have been nsed since the begin- 
ning of the country's history, or for 
three generations. In England any re- 
spectable person not in retail trade can 
get a coat of arms by paying for it. 

“Unquestionably many younger sons 
came over to this country who had a 
right to bear the arms of their family. 
Their desceudants settled in different 
parts of the Union and are now in the 
fullest manuer entitled to use arms. On 
the other hand, many men of wealthand 
high social standing, but not of aristo- 
cratic origin; have adopted them since 
the practice became fashionable, as they 
have a perfect right todo. These fami- 
lies will transmit their arms to their de- 
scendants until they become as interest- 
ing as those of aristocratic European 
origin. m~ z 

‘There are some interesting nnecdotes 
to be told of the introduction of coats of 
arms into ths general sucicty of this city. 
Of course there aren few New York fam- 
ilies who have used them continuously 
since the c estion of the colony, but 
when the practice first became gencral 
it was received with a gool deal of op- 
position.’ Gordon Hamersley used to 
say that his crest was useful to tell him 
which wis his carriage. Colouel Thorne, 
who married Lis: Jannccy, went to Eu- 
rope 50 years ago aud cstablished him- 
self in Paris, liviu as no other Amer- 
ican had ever done. I> took the British 
minister through his hotel, who, after 
viewing its interior und «its stables, 
turned to Colonel Lhorue, exclaiming, 
And you say you do all this on £12,000 
a year! Itis marvelous.” On return- 
ing to America to live the colonel turned 
out in this city pos-ilions with his coat 
of anyus emb-oidere:! ou the left sleeve 
of each postition. This created such a 
rmhupus, the population bissiug Lim as 
he drove by, that le was compelled to 
withdraw ther. 

“Some of onr best people were pil- 
grims and Huguenots, who un reaching 
this country nud cstablis:ing themselyes 
here abjured such vanities us coats e` 
arins, as a menarchical institution. Phi; 
was all very well in the begimiag, but 
the blue laws have fade.l. We no longer 
cultivate primitive simplicity, but with 
wealth and age we turn to Inxury and 
find among its necessitics tle use of coats 
of arms. The necessity and Jove of the 
American for tide or some designation 
of distinction. plain Mr, ‘not filling the 
bill,’ is illustrated in the west and 
south. For 50 years or more it has 
been a universal cusiow to bestow a 
military title on all men who kave msen 
above mediocrity, such as governor; gen- 
eral, captain, colonel, it being purely 
honorary. Such titles inen carry through 
life with this love of ours for individnal 
distinction, which is one of our marked 
characteristics. When a man wants to 
seal his letters, mark his plate or decor- 
ate his harness, he wants a crest, and as 
Americans:with money own the universe 
this crest must be forthcoming. Of 
course it is only 2u nxecessory to the arms, 
and now tlie question is, How shall Amer- 
icans get. them? Aud how shall they 
be able to keep them? 

“Let merepeat that society would wel- 
come the establishment of a herald’s 
office for the better regulation of these 
matters.”—-New York World.

AN EPISODE OF WAR DAYS IN THE 
HARBOR OF HONG-KONG. 


Ap Impatient Yankee Skipper Who Had 
Confidence In His Ship and Who Dared 
the Alabama—F lying Two Flags In Neu- 
tral Water»— How the Escape Was Made. 


“During the greater part of the war,” 
raid the retired-skipper, ‘there were a 
ES ntitnber of American clippersstall- 
ed in Hong-Kong harbor, having orders 
to reinaiti there froui theif owners; who 
feared the Alabania.

The latter 
had explored the Atlantic coast ef South 
America farther south than any of his 
predecessors, and the south Atlantio 
xXeean eastward to the islands of South 
Georgia, neatly to the parallel of Cape 
Horn. | 

By this journdy Vespucius demonstrat- 
ed with a considerable degree of cer- 
tainty that the strait, which had for some 
years been looked for, leading to the 
elusive unknown sea that bounded the 
eastern coast of Asia, was not to be found 
through the new lands of the west north 
of 54 degrees south, at all events. The 
mouth of the Amazon, the bays of Rio 
Janciro and of the La Plata had been 
explored and ‘Were found to contain 
fresh water, 80 that through none ef 
these could an entrance to the unknown 
sea on the farther west be found.—

Murdered at Deal’s Island. 


A foul murder was committed at Deal's 
Island on last Sunday night. Captain 
Frank Cooper of Carter's Creek, Lancas- 
ter county, Vs. commander of the 
schooner James V. Daigher, came to 
Deal's Island on Saturday with a load of 
grain. The schooner was leaking and he 
had come to that place to try to charter 
abother vessel, so the grain would not 
be damaged, but this he failed todo. 

He was at church on Sunday night, 
this being the last time he was seen a- 
live. Wednesday Jacob P. Webster 
found his body in the watera half a 
mile from the shore. He had probably 
been murdered in the of the Daigher on 
Sunday night and his body thrown over- 
board. It is supposed to have been rais- 
ed by the wheels of the steamer Joppa 
when she came to the wharf about Wed- 
nesday morning. 

The top of Captain Cooper’s head was 
split open and there wete a half dozen 
other wounds on the head, any one of 
which would have been fatal. The 
Daigher was at once boarded and blood 
was found in the cabin and on the deck. 
A mattress had been thrown overboard 
and wasfound a short distance away 
with blood stains on it. 

Captain Cooper’s crew were two color- 
ed men from Carter's Creek, Va. These 
men, whose names could not be ascer+ 
tained. walked to St. Peter’s,in which 
district at Crab Island, on the Manokin 
river, lay anchored the Annie R. Todd, 
commanded by John Cannon, from Vir- 
ginis, on which they took passage. 

State’s Attorney Waters of Somerset 
county was in Baltimore at the time the 
murder was discovered and when the 
news reached him he telegraphed the 
authoritesin Virginia to look out for the 
two colored men and arrest them on 
suspicion when they arrived at Carter's 
Creek. 

Capt.Cooper was a young man, and 
married a Miss Abbott a few years ago, 


-It is supposed that he was murdered for 


money that he’ carried on bis person. 
When his body was found it was dressed 
in a suit of underclothing only. 

When the news first reached Salisbury 
it was feared that the murdered man 
was Capt. Frank Cooper of Cockle’s 
Creek; Va., brother of Wm. H. H. Coop- 
er, Esd., of Allen, this county, and sson- 
in-law of Mr. H. W. Anderson, of Rocka- 
walking. Inquiry soon relieyed the 
anxiety of Capt. Cooper's friends here.

THE REPRODUCTION OF THE OLD 
DE WITT CLINTON DIJE TO IT. 


& Unique nit of History Which Deals 
With the Old Anti-Masoury Feeling In 
New York State Over Sixty Yoars Ago. 
A Clerer Artist With Scissors. 


“The New York Central Railroad com- 
pa's reproduction of the first railroad 
and locomotive ever run in New 

York state, a most in and valu- 
able exhibit at the Chicago fair,” said an 
Jd resident of , “causes me to 
wonder how many of the officers of that 


machinations of -the Masonic wt 
which resulted in the great sati+ 
excitement that spread thrvtighout thé 
country and became a sensational 

ical factor, they would not have been 
able to make the reproduction, and the 
appearance of that curious railroad train 
and engine would never have been known 
in accurate and pictorial represetitation. 

“It was years before the disttvely and 
practical introduction of thatcrnde pred- 
acessor of photography, the daguerreo- 
type. when the pioneer railroad train in 
this state was run, and as the future im- 
portunce to history of the appearance of 
that train never occurred to those inter- 
ested in bringing it into existence the 
skill of no artist with his pencil was 
brought into use to perpetuate it on 
paper. It happened that a young man 
nained Brown—William H. Brown of 
Philadelphia—was in Albany on the day 
the train was run, Aug. 9, 1831, and had 
been in-the plats severul days. 

“He had a marvelous talent for cutting 
with a pair of scissors out of black paper 
lifelike , profile portraits and hccurate 
representations of buildings, machinery 
and even landscapes. 

“The remarkable part of this talent of 
his was his power to make a perfectly 
exact portrait of persons days and even 
weeks after having seen thetn but once, 
and that only castially on thestreet. 

“He had for some time made a liv- 
ing by the exercise of his art. 
Thaddeus Stevens was at that time just 
beginning to make a reputation in poli- 
tics and had seized upon the anti-Masonio 
idea for use in Pennsylvania, as it had 
been so successfully worked by Thurlow 
Weed and his lieutenants in New York 
state. The feeling was growing in Penn- 
sylvania, and young Brown thought it 
would” bea good stroke of business for 
him to go to Albany, have a look at 
Thurlow Weed and others, snip their 
likeness out in silhotiette, and besides 
getting a fee from them fof the work 
duplicate the pictures for sale am 
the anti- Masonic enthusiasts in Pennsy 
vania and elsewhere. 

“He went to Albany early in Ati 
1831, and did a great deal more than ge 
the portraits of Thurlow Weed. His 
wonderful work took the town by storm, 
and he was kept busy from morning un- 
til night cutting the silhouette likenesses 
of people of all kinds, sexes and ages 
that flocked to his rooms. 

“His greatest artistic feat was the cut- 
ting in one large pictiréof the famous 
Burgess corps entire, with staff and band 
in full parade, each member's portrait 
being of surprising accuracy. This pio- 
ture is among the most precious relics in 
the state library. 

‘And so it happened that this unique 
young urtist was in Albany on the day 
the quaint locomotive De Witt Clinton, 
with its equally quaint coaches, was tobe 
run on its first trip over the Mohawk and 
Hudson railroad. 

“He was one of the passengers on the 
train, and when it returned to Albany 
he cut with his scissors an exact picture 
of the locomotive and two of the coaches, 
making the portrait of David Matthew, 
the engineer, and John T. Clark, thecon- 
ductor, on bis seat on the outside of the 
front coach. 

“In that picture appear the likenesses 
of Thurlow Weed. ex-Governor Yates 
und other distinguished Albanians of 
that day, bnt neither Mr. Weed nor the 
#x-governor was on the train. Without 
a thought of the future of that picture 
as a valuable contribution to history, 
the artist cut those portraits merely as 
an exercise of his skill in depicting a sub- 
ject from memory. He told me so him- 
self 40 years afterward. 

‘While Artist Brown was in Albany 
he concluded to go to Boston and Hart- 
ford to: make some portraits and other 
enttings with his marvelous scissors. 
While iun Hartford he showed the picture 
ne had made of the railroad train and 
locomotive to a member of the Connecti- 
cut Historical society, who at once saw 
what a treasure it must necessarily be- 
come, and the artist presented it to the 
society. where it is today a relic beyond 

rice. 
: “Some 80 years after cutting that pic- 
ture Brown became interested in the 
railroad business himself, having long 
ceased to exercise his artistic skill pro- 
fessionully, and one day, having almost 
forgotten the Albany picture, he read 
in a newspaper an account of a litho- 
graph that. had just been published 
from a photograph of the silhouette pic- 
ture he had presented to the Connecticut 
Historical scciety. 

"He sent to the publisher of the litho- 
graph and procured a copy of it and was 
rejoiced to see an exact reproduction of 
his scissors cutting of more than 80 years 
before. But the joy.he felt over a sight 
of the picture was scarcely as great as 
the inscription beneath it gave him. 

~The datz of the running of the train 
was given as some time in 1883, the 
name of the locomotive being the John 
Bull instead of the De Witt Clinton and 
the name of the engineer John Hampson 
instead of David Matthew. 

“Brown at once set about the task of 
correcting the lithograph publishers’ his- 
tory, a task at which he worked for 
more than 30 years, for the lithograph 
copy of his picture, with its incorrect 
inscription, had been widely circulated.” 
—New York Sun.

Thé AHämiming df Telegraph Wires: 

Yon havé all heard the humming and 
singing of telegtaph and telephone wires 
as you passed the poles along the streets, 
No doubt yon have concluded that it is 
caused by the action of the wind on the 
wires and given it no further thought. 
But it is not true that the singing is 
caused by the wind, and if fou areat all 
observing you will notice that often the 
humuining sound is to be heard cold win- 
ter mornings when thesmoke from chim- 
neys goes straight up until itis lost in the 
clouds, and when the frost on the wires 
is as (ias¥ and thitk as a foll of chenille 
fringe. 

The wind bas nothing to do with the 
sound; and according to an Austrian 
scientist the Vibrations are due td thé 
changes of atmospheric temperatur 
and especially through the action of 
cold, asa lowering of temperature in- 
duces a shortening of the wires extend- 
ing over the whole of the conductor. A 
consideruble amount of friction is př: 
duced on thé stipporting bells, thüs iii: 
ducing sounds both in the wires and the 
poles, 

When this humming has been going 
on, birds liave mistaken thé stund for in- 
secta Hale the poles and have béei 
seen to peck with their bills on the out- 
side as they do npon the apple and other 
trees.—Boston Journal of Conimeres,

The whole, not including the laby- 
rinthine tentacles, which branch to all 
the points and intermediate points of the 
compass, looks for all the world like an 
animated Fourth of July firewheel. The 
five main arms are divided into three 
each within a short space fruti the astro’d 
body, und these three are‘almiost imme 
diately subdivided into innumerable oth- 
erarms and tentacles, the whole form- 
ing a net. by means of which it captures 
its prey and, holds its victims until thé 
life has been sucked out of them.—St, 
Lonis Republic, 


Electrolysis In Water Pipes. 

A considerable amount of anxiety has 
recently been caused, especially.among 
corporations controlling waterworks, by 
the discovery that the passage of electric 
cars has a tendency to seriously injure 
the water pipes of a city by causing elec- 
trolysis. Ata meeting of a waterworks 
association an electrical engineer stated 
that in some cases under his observation 
lead pipe bad entirely disappegted by the 
action of the electric current, and a like 
result had attended the use of iron, gal- 
vanized iron, brass and ‘‘rustless” pipes. 

The corrosive action takes place where 
the current leaves the pipe and not 
where it enters it, and the phenomena 
mentioned were undoubtedly.owing to 
the operation of electric cars. It is sat- 
isfactory to know that should the elec- 
trolysis of water pipes become so serious 


| a question as it is thought by some it 


may, a certain remedy, although it 
would increase the cost of water instal- 
lations, would be the insulation of the 
conduits.—Chicago Herald.

An Unexplorable French Pit. 

The wonderful’ pit of Creus de Souci 
in France is situated in a sheet of recent 
basalt on the south side of the Puy de 
Montchal. The opening is 8? feet in di- 
ameter and 38 feet deep, but at that 
depth a hole about |10 feet wide commu- 
nicates with a hollow 70 feet deep, at 
the bottom of which is a stagnant pool 
overladen with carbonic acid, which for- 
bids access to the water surface. The 
interior is a vast hollow, apparently 
formed in the basalt when semifiuid, by 
an explosion of volcanic gas. The tem- 
perature falls from 54 degrees Fahren- 
heit in the open air to 34 degrees near 
the water.—-Pittsburg Dispatch.

Chickens and Flowers. 

If you don’t believe this remember 
that it was taken from Bro. Haddaway’s 
Ledger: 

An irrepressible conflict has been go- 
ing on for several years in Easton be- 
treen'a mother and her daughter.

The eruptive forces bf the snn must be 
enormous indeed td eject the histter 
fompositiif thé Haining prominences not 
infrequently observed 40,000 miles broad, 
with an uprush of 225 miles a second and 
attaining occasionally an elevation of 
400,000 miles. , All prominences, Zollner 
and Respighi have shown, are ori y 
phenomena vf eruptivi, preedded by ree- 
tilinear jets; tithe® vertical bř bbliquë; 
ascending to great heights jind theri seer 
falling. back ngaid toward thd son liki 
the jets of buf fotititains. The eruptive 
prominences are, as Professor Young 
says, ‘generally associated with active 
sun spots.” Since during the late eclipse 
these prominences were conspicuous in 
op cea la an unusually brilliant 
and extended corona and t 2 
ness, the before nila ental 
law that the torona’é sizé and lombited:

spot producing activity is strikingly cor- 
roborated. — ,. EN a 

Professor Schaeberié tabled from Chili 
that his clipsd bbseF¥ations confirm his 
mechanical theory of the corona, which 
regards this vast appendage as composed 
of streams of matter ejected with initial 
velocities of 350 miles’ a second from the 
sun by forces which are most active near 
the sun spot zones. Indications of such 
eruptive action have beer oftert observed 
in the higher regions of the protititiences. 
A further vonfifmation of this theory is 
that the corona in butline resembled that 
which Professor Béhasberle preditted 
some tionths igh: Ås fat back ad the 
eclipse of 1870 Mr. Brvthers tioted that 
“prominences were invst hiimerdus on 
the side of the sun where the corona was 
brightest,” an evidencé that thé coronal 
matter is not less than that of the promi- 
nences ejected Froni thé sui. 

Mr. Proctor, discussing thë observa- 
tions of that eclipse, concluded: “I con- 
ceive we have now clear evidence of a 
form of action—but whether eruptive, 
electrical or repulsive is not yet obvious 
—exerted outward to enormous distances 
by the sun and with maximum enery 
over the spot zones. but local, variable 
and probably intermittent.” 

It will be secu, then, that Professor 
Schaeberle’s theory, thongh by no means 
established, accords with old observa- 
tions. No other explanation of the corona 
has been offered save that which attrib- 
utes it to reflection from myriads of iti- 
candestent meteors of cosmical dust cir- 
culating around the snn. But this hy- 
pothesis has never been supported. If 
the corona were chiefly due to meteoric 
dust revolving around the sun, we should 
certainly expect to see it regular, and 
notas it generally appeat's, gapped yquad- 
Trilateral or fourt rayed, with immense 
wings or extensions. There seems, there- 
fore, to be: no other inference possible 
but that which telescopic scrutiny has 
long suggested—that the corona Ís orig: 
inated and maintained by countless ejec- 
tions issuing from beneath and flung 
through the photosphere by the sun’s 
vertical or voleqgnic forces: 

If the final study of the coronal photo- 
graphs obtained sustain this view, sci- 
ence will have at least a working hy- 
pothesis fur the determination of the 
cyclical variations of solar heat and the 
corresponding effects npon terrestrial 
temperatures and climates. The theory 
in question obviously opens up 8 new 
and fascinating inquiry into the anoma- 
lies of the earth's seasons which are due 
to variations of solar activity. Weseem 
to be thus happily led to the very thres- 
hold of one of the grandest discoveries of 
modern science, which promises when 
developed to yield a rich harvest of prac- 
tical results. 

Now that most numerous and perfect 
photographs of all the principal append- 
ages of the snn have been secured in 
Chili and Africa, astronomers should 


‘give their best energies to the study. of 


the data. No problem they can now at- 

tack can be of greater interest or im- 

rtance to science and the world.—New 
fork Herald.
